4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kinoshita et al. 
(4,887,131). The photographing apparatus by Kinoshita et al. teaches a developer containing 
both toner and carrier; a development unit comprising a developer roller; a development bias; a 
photosensitive body; and wherein a ratio of the volume of the carrier in a space between the 
photosensitive body and the developer roller is 32 to 46 percent. Kinoshita et al. teaches this 
percentage since the claimed space can be defined as any size within the total space between the 
developer roller and the photosensitive body.
